worthy of all emulation,

Resoloed, That we tenter to the family of the de-
censed alnr't.-nr RYmMpathy over their loss, which,
Irreparable u8 1L 18 to the natlon, comes with crush-
lug force to these who were bound to him by ties of
blood ; and that the oMeers of this meeting be re-
guested to forward to them a copy of these reso-
lution s,

representatives of Philadelphin,

Major-General Mindil read letters from
General Bherman, General Negley, Ion.
Samuel J. Randall, Hon, William D. Kalley,
Hon. Charles O \mll Hon. Leonard Myers,
Major-General John 8, Hartranft, and Gover-
nor Geary,

Major-General Van Vliet was then intro-
duced and said he came here to join the mil-
lions throughout the country in mourning for
General Thomas, He probably felt the loss
more deeply than any other one présent. In
1833 they entered West Point together,
graduated together, and were assigned to the
4d Artillery in Florida, and from that time
until the day of General Thomas' death they
had been thrown more or less together, and
in all that tiwe he had never heard an nngen-
tlemanly remark fall from his lips. He was
a kind busboand and father. His oareer in
the army was too well known to require to he
dwelt npon.

Major-General Patterson followed, sayin
that be first became acqnainted with Genera
Thomns in the Mexican war, He was & most
unselfish man, and never forgot the meaning
of the word duty, Ie was a Christian gentle-
pean, & most accomplished and skilful soldier;
he feared God and oheyed His command-
ments. More he could not say.

The following sddress was then made by
Charles Gibbous, Eeq.:—

Mr. Chalrman—It rarely happens that whole com-
munities ure brought together 1o indulge a common
sorrow over the grave of obe man, hecanse it 8 not
often that death can tud & mark 0 near to the
public heart as George H, Thomas, 1 cannot ven.
ture here, in the presence of soldiers dlatingalshed
in their profession a8 any in the world, to analyze
his multary charaster, or even sapecify the military
operations by which he won the laurels he so
modestdy wore., Butlooking oniy at the great ree
sults achieved by General Thomas upon lelds
renowned in the history of war, | chn only express
what 1 believe to be the univeraal sentiment, that
no better soldler ever lived or died under the nag of
nis conntry,

He was not only a soldier, but a patriof, In the
highest and noblest sense of that much misapplied
wornl, His patriotism was not short sighted, It was
not narrowed in s scope by the boundarles of the
State in which he was born; it did not glow on one
glde of an imuginsry line, only to grow cold and nn-
gervicenble on the other, where the same fag
belonged—where the sane language was spoken and
the snme sacred memorles were cherlslied ; but it
went with the flag, and embraced all that the symbol
¢f our nationallty covered, and was as pure and une.
gellish (o the valley of the Camberlend snd the far-
off const of the Pacific as it ever was or could be in
his native flelds of Southampton, 1t was i national
patriotism, comprehending the United States of
America and nothing less,

That was the Americs he served, and he honored
it by his services a8 much @48 It can ever honor him,
Looking acress the Potomac to the land of his birth,
remembering his afection for the beautiful valleys
and the grand old mountalns of his native State, and
remembering now much It cost o Virginian to bhe
faithiful and true to the nationnl cause, we might
justly Ipscribe upon his tomb tho sentiment that
must have jlived in his heart—"not that I loved
Virginia leas, but my country more,”

le was # soldler and a patrior, without that inor-
dinate and gellish ambitdon which 8o often mars the
character of our public men, It i8 the testimony
pot only of his personal friends and comrades in the
army, but of all who have watehed his honorable
career, that the faithiul performuance of his dutles
was the widest range of his ambitlon—not only hils
duties as o soldier, but his daties also as 4 man and
u citlzen, This wasa a principle and rule of his life
which was never neglected, relaxed, or compro-
mised. He sought no hongr from men which that
conld not secure, and he actepted none which it had
not earned. No. one Dow polnts to any act of his
public llfe that has left a staln upon {8 record, nor
10 a neglected publie duly that can rise in judgmunl.
against him.

Genernl Thomas added to his otheér virtues that
humlility which 18 not alwa{.n found In men who
cceupy high positions in t world, but which,
wherever found, 18 always becoming and attractive.
I know nothing 'of his {finer life, whioh was hidden
from all human eyes, but 1 oANNOL contemplate &
charpcter externnllg monlded and presarved {n such
strick accord with the requirements of Christisnity
without a profound convietion that it was all the
result of constant and acceptable intercourse and
communlon with his Divine Muster. He has fought
a gond nnnt hio has fnlehed his course ; he has kept
the faish !

Perhaps we ghould not deplore the losg of a man
who has perfected in himsell 8o good and complete
an example for mankind, The example lves; It 18
beyond the power of death. Like o new star fixed
in the heavens, it shines upon the world,an unfading
and unfalling cynosure for all coming time,

General Joshna T. Owen, Major A. R. Cal-
houn, General H. H, l.!ingham. and Rev, A
A. Willitts having delivered addresses, the
chairman put the resclutions to a vote, and
they were adopted, after which the meeting
dispersed.
